EDITORIAL 


“SOCCER has at last got its act 
together.” That was the confident com- 
ment from Sir Arthur George when he 
previewed the new National League 
season. 

Up to a point, Sir Arthur was right. But, 


We refer to the extraordinary assort- 
ment of names being used by the various 
clubs. 

For instance, what an untidy mouthful 
we have in Parramatta Melita Eagles. 
And Brunswick United Juventus is no 
better. 

Another team is called Leichhardt 
(officially) although its officials ask AU- 
STRALIAN SOCCER WEEKLY to call it 
Apia. 

The South Australian clubs, Adelaide 
City and West Adelaide, are determined 
to be known as Juventus and Hellas. And 
so it goes on. 

It is interesting to reflect that, when 
the national competition came into 
being in 1977, ethnic names for teams 
were barred completely. Well, almost 
completely. The competition, desperate 
to include Marconi, made a concession 
to that one club. 

Now, seven years later, it is open go. 
Clubs, seemingly, can call themselves 
what they wish. And all because the 
ethnics are being wooed by some big 
shots in the NSL who have decided that 
Soccer in Australia badly needs their 
support. 

It is not our intention to develop the 
argument for or against ethnic names for 
teams, That could be explored at a later 
date. 

What ASW does appeal for is uniformi 
ty and consistency. 

Before this unfortunate botch-up or 
names gets even worse — if that is 
possible — a firm direction from NSL 
headquarters will have to be made. 

lf the NSL asks us to use names like 
Macedonia or Juventus, and this becom- 
es standard procedure throughout the 
game, that is al ht. If the NSL advises 
us to use local district names, this, too, 
is acceptable. 

But if the NSL issues no guidelines, the 
whole business will remain chaotic. 

It is not something that can be brushed 
under the carpet. 

The present system is extremely con- 
fusing to followers of Soccer. The peo- 
ple who make the rules are doing no- 
thing to clarify it. 

I ime to take stock when the game 
inflicts three-part club names like Parra- 
matta Melita Eagles upon its suffering 
supports. 

Is it beyond the capabilies of that club 
and the NSL to devise something a little 
simpler? 

They don’t even play in Parrmatta — 
the district is Granville. 

Things are handled so much more ex- 
pertly in Sydney Rugby League with its 
Manly, Cronulla, Balmain, etc, and Au- 
ssie Rules with its Collingwood, Rich- 
mond, Fitzroy et 

Life must be easy for supporters of 
those footballing codes. 

At least they know the correct name of

IS NEEDED 


THE sending-off of Glen Fontana of Wollongong City in its 


0-4 loss to Canberra 


among professional players. 


That Fontana’s expulsion 
in the fourth minute of the 
game had an enormous in- 
fluence on the final result is 
beyond question. 

So, in effect, if his expul- 
sion was a correct decision, 
Fontana cost his team and 
his club two vital points. 

So what should be the 
punishment for that? 

‘The National League dis- 
ciplinary committee will set 
their punishment with 
possible suspension for a 
game or two, or perhaps a 
warning. 

But what of the club? 

If the sending off was 
justified, [ would fine him 
20 per cent of his Soccer 
salary. 

That is what he would 
face if he played for my 
Wollongong based team, 
Fairy Meadow. 

Tt is also what he would 
face if he played for St 
George 

1am very loath to take 
money off players. 

They work hard enough 
for their extra money and 
often have a real need for it. 

However, when players 
are unable to discipline 
themselves, whether it be to 
come to training on time, to 
matches on time, or are 


unable to keep control of 
their temper under press- 
ure, or provocation, then 
some form of punishment 
has to be faced. 

Otherwise all sorts of dis- 
ciplinary problems can 
spring up on the field and 
off it. 

Taking moncy out of 
their pockets does work. 

Last year at Fairy 
Meadow we had no disci- 
plinary problems. 

I left in mid-season and 
on my return now, I find 
two players with suspen- 
sions which carry over into 
the new season, plus a third 
player we hope to sign has a 
similar suspension 

Frank Arok’s St George 
is the most disciplined out- 
fit in Australian Soccer. 

The results on the field 
have justified the discipline 
and professionalism which 
has been developed there. 

OF course the profession- 
al attitude which exists at St 
George is not the result of 
fining players for being sent 
off 

It is based in the general 
professionalism and organi- 
sational ability of those peo- 
ple who run the club. 

It is also based on the 
stability of administration 


ighlights the need of self-discipline 


within the club. 

The pillars of the club 
Alex Pongrass, Les Bordacs 
and Emery Nagy have been 
there more than two de- 
cades, as have many other 
key helpers and committee 
people 

St George is the only club 
in Australia, thus far, which 
measures up to the stan- 
dards of leading European 
clubs. 

If more Australian dubs 
follow the pattern that they 
have set, our Soccer will 
begin to look much more 
healthy and stable than it

MESSAGE: LEARN 
LAWS OF GAME 


WE’RE into another National Soccer League season and one 
thing is certain ... there is bound to be some sort of 
trouble, hopefully small, during the next few months. 


Referees cannot make the 
right decisions to suit 
everyone, If they please 
supporters of one team by 
giving a penalty kick, they 
will certainly upset suppor- 
ters of the other team 
But whether we like it ar 
not, referees, players and 
coaches have to live 
together. Itwouldbe nice to 
think we could live in 


peace 
I believe much of the 
trouble associated =~ with 


crowd misbehaviour stems 
from ignorance of the Laws 
of the Game. 

And many an incident 
involving a player and a 
referee is caused by the 
same thing 

You may not believe this, 
but about 80 per cent of the 
players do not have an accu- 
rate knowledge of the 
Laws. If you don’t believe 
me, try them out with a 
couple of simple questions 

For instance 

1, When is the ball is play 
from a goal kick? 

2. When is it in play from 
a penalty kick? 

You'd be surprised at the 
number of _ professional 
players who would not 
answer correctly, And if the 
players are not fully aware 
of the Laws, what chance is 
there of the fans knowing 
the answers? 

Part of my work since I 
retired from referecing is to 
have regular talks with

players and coaches about 
things which sometimes 
baffle them about the rules 
This is good, It must be 
beneficial and it ought to 
make life easier for referees, 
as well as players and 
coaches. 

Most of the problems in 
the sport could be avoided 
if coaches were more strict 
with their teams. 

Some, like Frank Arok at 
St George and Les Scheinf- 
lug at Marconi, stick strict 
ly to discipline and have 
fined players who collect 
yellow or red cards. 

Maybe their motives are 
selfcentred. After all, a 
team reduced to nine men 
after received two red 
cards, is going to struggle 
to beat an 11-man opposing 
team. 


That doesn't matter.

THERE is considerable excitement and interest in the formation of the Under 17 NSW side, which, 
together with Northern NSW and Northern Territory, will pioneer a yearly competition which could 
eventually become the third National Championship on the Australian women’s Soccer calendar. 


Last year, we wrote of 
the “limbo kids,” the girls 
too old for the U15 cham- 
pionships and too young, 
or too inexperienced, to 
take their place in the heavy 
round of senior team cham- 
pionships. 

That article ignited the 
feelings of quite a number 
of young ladies who agi- 
tated madly to be included 
in their own particular 
brand of competition. 

So much so that delegates 
of the associations in the 
Nthn NSW women's Fed- 
eration asked their execu- 
tive to start things going.
